New signs mark sites of isiorio vais 


Many Utah roads follow routes 
used by pioneers, ony Express.

Long before they became paved high- 
ways, many of Utah’s roads were crude 
trails blazed by pioneers and Pony Ex- 
press riders. 

Motorists heading to and from Salt Lake 
City may be unaware they often travel 
nearly the same routes taken by Utah’s 
Mormon settlers, migrants headed to Cali- 
fornia or horsemen bent on delivering 
mail and money to early residents of the 

West. 

‘Their awareness is about to be height- 
ened. 

Utah Department of Transportation 
crews are busy this week installing 49 his- 
toric markers throughout the northern 
part of the state. The “auto tour route” 
signs will let travelers know they are driv- 
ing in or near the path of the Mormon Pio- 
neer Trail, two branches of the California 
Trail and the Pony Express Trail. 

UDOT and the National Park Service 
are splitting the $10,000 cost of making 
and posting the signs. The Utah project is 
part of a larger effort by the Park Service 
to coordinate historic trail identification in 
13 states. 

Historic trail markers already exist in 
several states, but the Utah signs are the

first to feature more than one trail per 
sign, recognizing that some trails shared 
roughly the same alignments. 
Twenty-seven of the signs feature logos 
of the Mormon Pioneer, California and 


Pony Express trails. They are being placed 


between the Wyoming border and Salt 
Lake City along I-80, I-84, U-65 and Emi- 
gration Canyon Road along a corridor the 
three trails shared. 

Twelve signs sport the California and 
Pony Express trail logos and will be posi- 
tioned along U-201 and I-80 to Wendover, 
although the Hastings branch of the Cali- 
fornia Trail and the Pony Express Trail 
were actually 40 or more miles to the 
south. 

Ten signs featuring the California Trail 
logo will be seen between Farmington and 
Snowville on I-15 and I-84. The Salt Lake 
cutoff of the California Trail was located 
justto the east of those highways. 

Jere Krakow, superintendent of the 
Park Service’s Salt Lake-based Long Dis- 
tance Trail Office, said the signs are aimed 
at confirming to motorists that they are 
traveling along the path of the various his- 
toric trails that helped shape the settle- 
ment of the Western United States. 

“We've tried to come up with a system 
that will make drivers aware of the topog- 
raphy and the locations that these people 
took and yet won’t compete with the sign- 
ing that is necessary for driving safety,” 
said Jim Naegle, a traffic engineer in 


charge of the historic trail marking

project for UDOT. 

“We really have to be conscious about 
what we put up on the highway because we 
can’t just put anything up there. We’ve 
been working for over a year to come up 
with these signs.” 

All the signs should be in place by the 
end of the week, Naegle said. 

The Park Service now will turn its atten- 
tion to placing multi-trail historic signs in 
Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Wyoming, Colorado, Idaho, Ne- 
vada, California, Oregon and Washington.
